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Ths only thing nsw about "Fascism" la lta present name. Aa a pro- 
cess It la about aa old In the world aa la human government. Turn- 
ing to Fascism la Ilka turning back toward .the primitive. Hlsslsslp- 
pi and South Carolina have within them all *the elementa of Paaclam 
whloh can be found In Qermany or Italy p but theae atatea are parta 
of the United Statea and subject to lta constitution, and their 
Faaclam la held In check and modified by the leaa Faaclot parta of 
the Republio. 

In 1926 I went lecturing In Europe, — England, Scotland, Oeraauy, 
Poland Russia, — and at that tlmo klnga and tyrant a seemed defin- 
itely on the wane, and moving toward the exit. Besides the old dem- 
ocracies, such as Britain, France , Swltierland, there was popular 
government, or attempts at It, In Germany, Austria, Russia, China, 
y and in many of the lesser states' of central and southeastern Europe. 
■.‘All of the Western Hemisphere at the time was being run by democ- 
racies, of a sort, altho the ballots were often subordinated to bul- 
lets, as many of the chief executives shot their way into offioe 
and were in turn shot out of it again. But that we looked upon as 
the adolescence of democracy, feeling that all the world was going 
' *0 democratic in a generation or two. Kingdoms like Britain, Bcl- 
' glua and Holland might continue to have figure-head •monarchs* for 
while, or indefinitely. Western Asia was discarding its veil and 
turban, and even Japan was loosening tip.

people , rather than for the profiteers of oonaeree. 


The fight to keep democracy In the United States, In ths faee of 
developing Fascism, should engage our devotion. We should determine 
to keep it in peaoe, Jlf ponslble; but if necessary wo should endeav- 
or to keep It, even if by war. Constitutional government Is espe- 
cially made for the protection of minorities, against ths natural 
power of najorltleo. Law is not so much needed for tho Immediate 
protection of tho strong: good law takes nore account of protect- 
ing the weak. The outlawing of any minority, economic, political, 
racial or religious, is an attack on all minorities. Jews and Ne- 
groes, Catholics and Agnostics,# Socialists, Communists, and Inde- 
pendents, and all the organized worker grouse, can take the same 
Interest In suoh a fight, — without haring to agree together about 
their differeing political, religious and social alms. I believe 
in Democracy# — but In that democracy I include everybody, espool- 
m i those who # dl Degree with no. *

Xrer sine* I was a little child of South Carolina and Arkansas, I 
had heard and read of the proud American boaet of "the right of protest", 
and I had nerer been informed that such right of jroteet vae to be re- 
served for those judged to be righteous or withheld from tho.e inspected 
of being not right. And when a very youn# American black youth, I had 
read with a thrill where one of our great American presidents (of the 
20th Century) had dlgnifiodly, but vary firmly, protested to the head 
of a great foreign nation against its brutal treatment of one of its 
minorities - a Roosevelt to the Csar of Russia. At another time a 
president, I think, but at least our newspapers and people and pulpits 
protested in no uncertain meanings to the Turk over the Armenian.
